LESS THAN A MINUTE INTO THE TWO 


Towers, I was grinning so hard my 
teeth hurt. My hands smacked 
together in an involuntary clap. 
Even though I'd heard about it, 
read about it, I couldn’t believe I 
was seeing it, feeling that fierce joy. 
There was — is — no question: 
Peter Jackson has roared back into 
theatres with the mind-blowing 
Part Two of the greatest fantasy 
epic in movie history. 


In pure Jackson style, the details 
blast out at every second — the 
clang of the iron siege-ladder, the 
whistling of flocks of arrows, the 
crunch and crushing solidity of a 
falling boulder. Never has a siege 
battle been laid out with such 
attention to geometry, the specific 
layout of the battlefield. There was 
a time when this was how wars 
were fought, orcs or not. 

But Jackson's picture of war isn’t 
merely glorious mayhem, rousing 
entertainment. This is war, hud- 
dled children in the keep, their 
mothers’ eyes wide with fear and 
their imagined fate should the 
defenses fail. This is young boys

That was after sixty seconds. 
After 10,200 seconds, I staggered 
out of the theatre, just trying to 
absorb everything I’d seen 
between those first few electrifying 
moments and the final fade to 
black. I'm still absorbing. 

The Two Towers is a huge film, 
big in every way; next to it, 
Fellowship feels like a light-hearted 
little Dungeons and Dragons 
caper. The landscapes are huge, 
yawning, swallowing up Aragorn, 
Legolas and Gimli in leagues and 
leagues of hard grassy plain, or 
stretching in blasted vastness away 
in front of Sam and Frodo. The 
armies are packed, seething, rum- 
bling in their thousands. The scale 
and the complexity and the sheer 
energy and impact of the Helm’s 
Pe Se w-off-tearing. But 
it's not just the images and the 

are bigger — the stakes 


taking up swords and going to 
fight. This is being the Weak, 
knowing you are about to be set 
upon by the Strong. It’s powerful, 
big stuff. 

At the same time, Two Towers is 
colder, bluer, grayer. The first film 
ends with the breaking of the 
Fellowship, and in The Two Towers 
you really miss it. The Two Towers 
doesn’t have the warm cama- 
raderie of Fellowship, the intimacy 
of character. We don’t feel quite 
the same connection to our heroes 
as we did in the first film. Now 


hobbits and men and elf and dwarf 


are scattered across Middle Earth, 
the story jumping back and forth 
between them. Plus, there’s the 
host of new characters to worry 


about. Fellowship had nine major 
players, plus a half-dozen others, 
and Two Towers tosses in a handful 
more — Theoden, Grima, Eowyn, 
Eomer, Faramir, Treebeard 

And, of course, Gollum. Gollum 
is quite simply one of the great 
characters of English literature, the 
soul and source of the depth of 
Lord of the Rings that keeps readers 
coming back generation after gen 
eration. He is wretched, weak 
ugly, inspiring contempt and dis- 
gust in not only all the supposedly 
good-hearted characters but also 
the reader. He is a liar and a mur- 
derer and a thief, a filthy stretched- 
out remnant of a person. Yet we 
are asked to see ourselves in him. 

The Gollum we see in The Two 
Towers is so full, there’s so much to 
him, that you know you're only 
getting a hint of it the first time 
you see the film. I want the DVD 
right now so I can stare at him for 
hours. The moments of hope on his 
face are some of the purest and 
sweetest in the movie. Seeing it 
once is only scratching the surface. 

But then, there’s just so much 
altogether. Jackson’s Lord of the 
Rings is a feast, a giant roast boar 
lifted aloft and consumed by bury- 
ing your face in it and ripping off 
wet steaming chunks. Watching 
the movie is a torrent of reactions, 
emotions, moments of humor, 
startlements at changes from the 
book, occasional frowns of disap- 
proval at particular choices, 
stunned stunningment at the unbe- 
lievable shit you do get to see. It’s 
so full, such a monument to collab- 
orative excellence, that you can 
point to almost any element and 
rave about it. Some people are 
gonna hate it, and more will hate 
parts of it, but nobody is gonna 
deny the film’s overall impact. You 
know it’s the movie to see, so see 
it.

Warriors, come out and play-ay 
Scorsese returns to New York for a brutal epic 


GANGS OF NEW YORK

IMAGINE MARTIN SCORSESE LYING 
on the couch, eating chips, watching 
the New York gang-warfare flic The 
Warriors, and suddenly having an 
epiphany. In a rush of mad brilliance 
he decides his most ambitious pro- 
ject ever will be a sprawling prequel 
to the 1975 cult classic, set way back 
in the mid-1800s. As he wipes salt 


and vinegar crumbs from his chin, 
he knows his take on it must be 
crammed full of ornate obscenity for 
it to become a mad monument to the 
rotten core of the Big Apple. Thus 
Gangs of New York was born. 

OK, maybe it didn’t quite happen 
that way and maybe it took little or 
no official inspiration from The 
Warriors, but the orgy of violence 
that sets the tone of the three-hour 
epic suggests the possibility. Ina 
dank subterranean room in 1846, 
young Amsterdam Vallon 
(Leonardo DiCaprio) helps his 
father, (Liam Neeson), prepare for a

violent turf war against rival gang, 
the Nativists. The Priest leads his 
flock (the Dead Rabbits) of Irish- 
Catholic immigrants up to the streets 
for the decisive battle of the Five- 
Corners — the crime-ridden chunk 
of New York named after the area 
where five streets intersect. 

The fight that ensues is as breath- 
taking and bloody as anything 
Scorsese has ever shot (save for the 
boxing scenes in Raging Bull). The 
Rabbits, wearing red with Han Solo 
pants, tear into the blue-clad 
Nativists, led by Bill the Butcher 
(Daniel Day-Lewis) and his giant Dr. 
Seuss-style hat. The result is a 
vibrantly absurd and gory melee 
that exemplifies the director's talent 
for rendering brutal violence lyrical 
yet unglamorous. 

In his first role since The Boxer in 
‘97, Day-Lewis gives probably his 
best performance to date as the sav- 
age and calculating crime boss. His 
character hacks, stabs, and slashes 
his way into power, ruling the five 
corners with a “clenched fist” while 
passionately clinging to outdated 
ideals of nationalism. Like any mem- 
orable villain, he’s multi-layered and 
even noble in his own warped way. 
DiCaprio, with an unconvincingly 
smooth face and steely determina- 
tion, makes an explosive foil in the 
power struggle. 

When Amsterdam returns anony- 
mously after 16 years at a reformato- 
ry, his plot for vengeance has him 
worming his way into the Butcher's 
inner circle, creating an almost 
father-son relationship. As the 
young tough waits for his opportu- 
nity to strike, he meets a beautiful

pickpocket named Jenny (Cameron 
Diaz), learns just how all encompass- 
ing the corruption of the city has 
become, and finds former members 
of his father’s gang scattered 
throughout the neighbourhood — 
some working for the Butcher and 
others secretly clinging to the now- 
outlawed banner of the Rabbits. 
Among them is John C, Reilly as cor- 
rupt copper Happy Jack, 
Amsterdam’s childhood friend 
Johnny (Henry Thomas, Elliot in 
E.T.), and Irish character actor 
Brendan Gleeson (A.1., ] Went Down). 

Amsterdam’s dangerous balanc- 
ing act between friends and foes 
allows Scorsese to work through his 
favourite themes of betrayal, 
redemption and religion crisis in the 
rawest imaginable atmosphere, the 
turmoil leading to the New York 
Civil War draft riots of 1863. But the 
enormous task of weaving the per- 
sonal and historical stories to an epic 
fever pitch proves to be dauntin; 
and the pacing gets away from the 
director at times. The film meanders 
in the second half as it piles one 
exhausting near-climax onto anoth- 
er, dragging the finale kicking and 
screaming through the last hour. 

It would feel much longer, how- 
ever, except for the painstakingly 
detailed production design, in which 
Scorsese insisted-on actual sets 
instead of computer animation 
wherever possible. Costume design- 
er Sandy Powell (Shakespeare in Love, 
Velvet Goldmine, Rob Roy), set decora- 
tor Francesca LoSchiavo (Kundun, 
Interview With A Vampire) and the 
make-up and art departments go the 
distance, creating a dizzying hellhole

that seems to be decaying faster than 
it can evolve. 

Really, the same can be said for an 
industry in which Scorsese may be 
the last of a dying breed. That he 
was even able to make such an 
unflinchingly dark film of such mas- 
sive yet organic proportions is stun- 
ning. It’s been reported that 
Spielberg visited the set and 
remarked that he could’ve done 
things so much easier with comput- 
er graphics. 

So while Lucas and Spielberg jack 
each other off with technology, it’s 
inspiring that Scorsese still strives to 
make grown-up movies with sub- 
stance, It’s what makes his work 
more relevant than soap operas in 
space, action/adventure yarns with 
artificial dinosaurs, or comfy flag- 
waving war epics. Going past the 
surface and poking around at the 
bloated underbelly of America is 
why Scorsese could never really 
make a movie akin to pulp fun like, 
oh, say, The Warriors. 

Gangs of New York is instead a rig- 
orous trip through the non-romantic 
side of American history rarely seen 
in movies. Scorsese reaffirms his 
statement in the film’s final image 
where a time-lapse sequence shows 
New York growing up around the 
side-by-side graves of self-destruc- 
tive enemies. As the headstones 
from a seemingly primitive era of 
economic disparity and religious 
and racial intolerance crumble away, 
the old warriors’ legacy becomes a 
skyline swelling with steel and glass, 
most notably the World Trade 
Towers.

Along came a show 
called Star Trek, a beautiful suspense 
series centering around three charac- 
ters, each an archetype of passion, 
reason or duty. A miraculous combi- 
nation of story, colour, music and 
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babes superceded by special effects... 
though the eye candy was always 
welcome. 

Thus, ever since, Star Trek has 
existed in one form or another; lin- 
gering like a welcome hero in the 
animated series, a questionable 
roommate in the latter days.of the 
Next Generation and DS9 and now, 
finally, simply, just another stinking 
body piled in the comer: ignoring its 
old lessons in most everything done 
since Kirk stumbled to his pointless 
death and characters like Neelix 
made us hope we were alone in the 
universe. 

Star Trek: Nemesis is the final argu- 

It’s time to put this fat, blind, 
aimless beast to sleep. It’s quite pos- 
sibly the worst film in the series, and 
is certainly the most meaningless, 
despite its shadows of thematic pre- 
tensions. 

The descendents of what was 
once called the Romulan Star 
Empire have been overthrown by a 
race of Buffy the Vampire rejects 
called, no shit, the Remans. Their 
clever human leader, Preator 
Shinzon, is an abanderned Romulan 
clone of Federation hero Jean-Luc 
Picard, once intended to take the 
captain's place and give Riker sub- 
terfuge ginch pulls in the dark. 
Shinzon, who of course has a British 
accent after being raised in the hell- 
ish, sunless Dilithium mines of 
Remus ontire life, is bent first on 
meeting, his gene-brother Picard, 
then, like all twins, on destroying 
him... and his home planet for bad 
measure.

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music and... well, at least they still 
have babes. Go Hoshi, sex geisha of 
Enterprise! 

But back to Picard and the fucking 
KMFDM gay-liens.

Naughty Christmas films to spread a little 
fear for the holidays 


CHRISTMAS IS THAT TIME OF YEAR 
for movies about sharing, caring, 
and spreading joy amongst your fel- 
low man. But let's face it: there are 
times you'd rather be gored to death 
by reindeer than hear Jimmy Stewart 
squawk about Zulu’s petals for the 
thousandth time. For those occa- 
sions, you need a truly nasty 
Christmas movie to touch that coal- 
black part of your heart. If you look 
past films like It’s A Wonderful Life, 
White Christmas and A Christmas 
Carol to the back shelves of your 
video store, you might find these 
horrid holiday flics: 

Black Christmas (1974): This 
Canadian classic by director Bob 
Clark — who also did the family 
comedy A Christmas Story — is by 
far the greatest holiday horror 
movie. The slasher story about a 
Christmas Eve killer picking off the 
members of a sorority house, played 
by Canuck actors like Margot 
Kidder, is genuinely terrifying.

film pioneered many of the staples 
of the genre that Halloween (1978) is 
credited with introducing. The cult 
fave has recently been given its due 
with a deluxe DVD release, so 
there’s no reason not to watch it and 
make yourself totally paranoid 
about creatures stirring in the house. 

Christmas Evil (1980) Also known 
as You Better Watch Out... and Terror 
in Toyland, this film has been called 
“the best seasonal film of all time” 
by John Waters. Unlike Black 
Christmas, it’s a creepy character 
study of a guy scarred for life when 
hesees mom screwing “Santa” 
under the tree. During the day he 
obsesses over his job at a toy factory, 
and at night spies on a ona 
kids to write them up in hi 
naughty /nice book. Then he halluci- 
nates that he’s the Jolly Old Elf him- 
self. After stylishly killing some par- 
ents with the star on their own 
Christmas tree, he goes on a killing 
spree while wearing his red suit. It’s 
amurderously heartwarming tale. 

Don't Open Til Christmas (1983): 
According to the Internet Movie 
Database this British film about a 
serial killer offing street corner 
Santas was banned in West 
Germany for its many gruesome 
murders, Essentially, the movie is 
Scotland Yard versus a nutbar who 
lost it when his mom was killed by a 
Santa, causing him to stab, dismem- 
ber, burn, and even castrate his vic-

After killing them both, he 
thinks he’s Claus, and begins obsess- 
ing over his neighbour, who just 
happens to be a buxom horror flic 
starlet. Oh, yeah, and for no other 
reason than the title, he kills people 
with a claw. Russo has been hated 
among horror fans since he was 
allowed to make an awful alternate 
cut of Night of the Living Dead using, 
new footage and no common sense. 
So, if that wasn’t enough, Santa 
Claws is proof he deserves a punch 
in the solar plexus for Christmas. 

Silent Night, Bloody Night (1973): 
Alternately titled Death House and 
Night of the Dark Full Moon in the 
UK, this one gets mixed reviews. 
Some say it’s an overlooked atmos- 
pheric thriller, others say it’s poorly 
filmed standard horror shlock. It’s 
Christmas and the last heir to a 
Victorian house in Massachusetts 
returns to sell the place. He discov- 
ers a bunch of rotten secrets hidden 
in the house that are tied to the dis- 
appearance of several locals. It also 
features the requisite escaped mental 
patient, this time bustin’ heads with 
a wrench. Boo-ya! 

Silent Night, Deadly Night 1-5 
(1984-1992) Like eating Christmas 
dinner with fat relatives, it seemed 
as if this project would go on forev- 
er. The familiar premise is as fol- 
lows: kid sees parents murdered by 
guy in Santa suit, his inner psychotic 
is released later on when he dons a 
Santa suit, and a killing spree fol- 
lows. The original features several 
themed killings, like a topless 
woman getting impaled on a rack of 
antlers, as well as strangulation with 
Christmas lights. It was nasty 
enough to get yanked from theatri- 
cal release amidst controversy, lead- 
ing to Part Two, which recycles a 
whopping 40-minutes from the orig- 
inal. The funnier third installment is 
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considered the best, likely because 
it’s directed by Monte Hellemen of 
cult car movie Two-Lane Blacktop 
fame. Part Four stars B-movie iron 
man Clint Howard and is directed 
by Brian Yuzna, who's known for 
his involvement with the Re- 
Animator series. Yuza (as writer) 
and Howard return for the final 
installment, along with poor old 
Mickey Rooney as toymaker Joe 
Peto (Geppetto!). The Silent Night, 
Deadly Night films are like getting 
socks for Christmas year after year... 
stinky, hand-me-down socks. 

Tales From the Crypt (1972 and 
1989): Way back before she was in 
Dynasty, Joan Collins starred in a 
segment of the early ‘70s Tales From 
the Crypt movie, called “All Through 
the House.” In it she murders her 


husband on Christmas Eve, only to 
be stalked by, you guessed it, an 
escaped lunatic dressed as Santa. 
The remake for the TV version of 
Tales was directed by Robert 
Zemeckis and features Larry Drake 
(Darkman, Dr. Giggles) as the psy- 
cho-Santa. Both are excellent shorts 
and not too tough to find at the 
video store. Similarly, there's a clas- 
sic Twilight Zone episode available 
on video from 1959 called “Night of 
the Meek” where Art Camey plays a 
drunkard department store Santa 
who finds Santa’s magic bag. 
Unfortunately, because of its uplift- 
ing theme and total lack of Freudian, 
homicidal rage, it just doesn’t make 
the cut for those dreaming of a 
blood-red Christmas.

FOR A TIME, [SHARED A HOUSE WITH 
an Italian chef. Actually, he was 
from Fort McMurray, but he was of 
Italian descent and well acquainted 
with that particular cuisine. He 
cooked beautifully, his every move a 
dance of effortless technique and 
intuitive rhythm, somehow bringing 
large quantities of elaborate, deli- 
cious food to fruition in perfect syn- 
chrony so that everything could be 
meticulously plated and presented 
steaming hot. He was also an 
appalling slob who routinely ate a 
bag of Doritos for supper, but this 
i ag from his charm. 
His hands generally moved too 
fast for me to learn much from 
watching him, but he did tell me 
this: the three main ingredients in 
good Italian food are salt, pepper 
and love. He said this unironically 
and, having seen him at work, I 
believed him. Still do, in fact. But 
love isn’t uniformly distributed 
among ristorantes in Edmonton. 
There are some good higher-end 
places, a lot of chain-type places that 
are pasta-dabblers, a few enduring 
money-spinners whose quality has 


always been a question mark, and 
the odd tucked-away joint that 
makes simple, honest food and 
serves it with pride. 

That was if I was hoping for 
walking into Bruno’s, a small Italian 
dining room tucked behind a 
Booster Juice and a video store just 
off 99 St. A signed picture of a beam- 
ing Wayne Gretzky dated 1983 
holds pride of place over the kitchen 
pass-through, flanked by smaller 
pics of Arnold Palmer and Callum 
Keith Rennie. Hey, if it was good 
enough for all of them... 

The menu contained the exciting 
prospect of eating well and cheaply. 
The menu does feature some bigger 
ticket items like rack of lamb and 
shrimp and scallops Newberg, but 
every Monday thru Thursday the 
selection of pasta dishes that consti- 
tute a third of Bruno’s menu go for 
$6.95 a plate, a reasonable mark 
down from the regular rate of $11.95. 
[ordered myself up a glass of house 
red ($4.50), a penne puttanesca and a 
spinach salad “Florentine” ($4.85). 

Florentine, for those not familiar 
with the term, means “served with 
grapefruit and mushrooms in a bal- 
samic vinaigrette,” or at least that’s 
what it means in this case. It came 
with a warmed-up roll and butter

Puttanesca is famously named for 
Naples’ ladies of the evening, who

charmed clients into their arms with 
the aroma of the dish. It was just as 
likely so named for its simple ingre 


dients, the meanness of which is 
compensated for by inten 
flavour. Puttanesca sauce usually 
involves a whole lot of garlic and 
crushed chilies, anchovies, tomatoes, 
olives and capers, topped with a 
sharp cheese like Romano 
Bruno’s Puttanesca was tomato 

sauce with extra garlic, a few kala 
mata olives and a healthy dose of / 
cheese tossed with penne. My serv- | 





y of 





er, who was quite pleasant but an | 
infrequent visitor to my table, was | 
out of range by the time I turned my_ | 
head to ask if they had a pepper mill. 
Luckily she made it back before the 
end of the meal so I could get anoth-_ | 
er bun. 

The pasta was very tasty, and it 
complemented the house wine more 
than the wine complimented itself 
The sauce was perfectly spicy and 
the heaps of garlic were well-inte- 
grated into the simple but satisfying 
tomato and onion base. It seemed to 
me | was getting a square deal for 
$6.95, but if I’d paid $11.95 for it, I 
kinda would have gone, “Yo, where 
is the love?” The olives were a touch 
infrequent — they being the only 
thing that kept this dish from being 
penne in spicy tomato sauce — and 
it wasn’t an overwhelming amount 
of food. 

As it was, though, I was just pay- 
ing $6.95 for it, so I tried not to 
reproach myself for not getting 
something a little heartier, like the 
polenta with Italian sausage, the 
baked cannelloni, or the Fettuccine 
Caruso I saw hitting the tables 
around me. 

My reservations aside, Bruno’s 
clearly had some regulars who cher- 
ish its charms: the dining room was 
just filling up when I went to find 
my server so I could pay. For salad, 
entree, wine and coffee, the meal 
came to $20 plus tip. If I didn’t 
extract the equivalent from Bruno in 
love, I certainly had a mouth o’ gar- 
lic to remember the meal by well 
after the fact.

Disabled Chicks Will Do 


If anyone on your campus is sad and 
desperate, DCWD, it's a certain 22-year- 
old virgin who lives in terror of his 





mother. Compared to that guy, the dis- 
abled women and burn victims on your 
campus are as far from sad and pathetic 
as humans get. 

But, hey, what do | know? I'm an 
able-bodied (as of this writing), non- 
burn victim (ditto), not-scared-of-my- 
mommy faggot. For the disabled girl 
perspective on your willingness to “help 
those girls no one else wants to touch,” 
| passed your letter on to Erin Lewy, an 
activist and writer who conducts 
research in disability, identity, and sexu- 
ality. Erin has been the webmaster of 
disabledsex.org since January of 2001, 
where she moderates discussion groups 
on the topic of disability and sexuality 

“| think | speak for a great many dis- 
abled women when | say that we are 
unimpressed with DOWD,” Erin told me 
“| have a very visible disability, and yet | 
have been called beautiful, intelligent 
and amazing, and | have had no short- 


age of partners and potential partners in 
my life.” According to Erin, disabled 
people are not interested in pity fucks. 
“Disabled people, women or otherwise, 
actively seek true affection and love just 
like other people,” she said. “Fortunately 
for us, there are men and women out 
there who are actually willing to treat us 
as the intelligent, funny, amazing, beau- 
tiful people that we are.” 

As for your familial predicament, 
DCWD, Erin agreed with me: If anyone 
on your campus is sad, pathetic, and 
desperate, it’s you.

by working on (statistics), but it 
would be based on calls, a log. It’s 
tough to say, because there are so 
many ways a camera is useful... for 
safety, costs, and criminal investiga- 
tions.” 

That “we'll see” attitude must also 
be taken regarding changing privacy 
legislation. While planners of the 
pilot are working to comply with 
Alberta's Freedom of Information 
and Protection of Privacy Act, earlier 
this year, Federal Privacy 
Commissioner George Radwanski 
filed a lawsuit against the RCMP 
over the operation of cameras in 
Kelowna, BC, noting that “places in 
the world where there is a police 
officer on every corner systematical- 
ly observing you... are called police 
states.” The outcome of that case will 
impact all closed-circuit monitoring 
across Canada. 











Federal concerns aside, propo- 
nents of the plan insist that it is for 
the good of the community. “It’s not 
a secret,” says Shirley Lowe, the Old 
Strathcona Business Association's 
Executive Director. “We want to 
make people feel safe and mitigate 
the effects of people who lack 
respect for us. We'll notify as many 
people as possible and create aware- 
ness so that it doesn’t come across as 
a Big Brother thing.” 

According to a survey conducted 
by EPS, Whyte Avenue businesses 
are “overwhelmingly” behind the 
project, although a highly unscientif- 

ic call-around by SEE indi- 
cated that support was 
not completely uni- 
versal, even 
among busi- 
nesses that 
were affect- 
ed by the 
Canada Day 
riot of 2001. 

Whether 
businesses sup- 
port the plan or no, 
there’s also the public’s 

reaction to be taken into 
account. “Some are on the Orwellian 
side,” admits Const. Reinelt, “But 
once the project is up and running, 
the information would become pub- 
lic domain.” That being said, if reac- 
tion to the pilot program were nega- 
tive, it would be discontinued. 

The City may also have acciden- 
tally set the project's fate by denying 
EPS’ budget request for $578,000 to 
keep the police helicopter opera- 
tional. Police Chief Waslylyshen has 
promised to find the money else- 
where in his budget — and goodness 
knows that a roaring chopper is 
more fun than unobtrusive cameras 
(or community policing, but I 
digress). Maybe civil libertarians will 
have cause to thank the Eye in the 
Sky for something, after all.

WHAT HAPPENS WHEN YOU TAKE A 
history student, with no artistic 
training, and let him run wild with 
his own editorial cartoon? 
You end up with Raymond 
Biesinger. 

Biesinger’s editorial cartoon 
“The Debuts” can be seen in the U 
of A’s campus newspaper, 
Gateway. And adding to this 
artist's young repertoire are gig 
i posters; most of which can only be 

viewed if you stop to look at those 
large cylindrical corkboards — 
power poles. 

In that mish-mash of staples, 
stripped wood, and weathered 
paper, it’s sometimes impossible to 
comprehend full messages. But 
with this city’s diverse creativity, 
each sheet of paper almost repre- 

_ sents a single community. To 
Biesinger, the streets are his 
gallery and as he says, “advertis- 
ing community events is political 
in itself.” 

Is his medium really the mes- 
sage? 

Biesinger’s work is primarily in 
black and white, (a side effect of 
student press). Working from 
hand drawings, the occasional 
photograph, and invented type 
faces, Biesinger crafts stylistic 
posters that execute their function; 
to advertise events. But something 
about his medium is eye catching 
and his work has the look of a craft 
that’s been developing for years. 

“The funny thing is the influ- 
ence has been my own bad, bad 
understanding of the history of 
art,” he says. 

And perhaps a little bit of a 
Soviet fetish, “I think I’m the 
biggest fan of Russian futurism, 
and I have no idea what it is.” 

Biesinger’s style is a strange fusion of design, illus- 
tration, and good old-fashioned advertising; a mix of 
historical maturity and artistic innocence. As a histo- 
__ ty student, Biesinger has a love for all things old; ’60s 
spot colour, album art, scooters and shag hair cuts 
(just to name a few). But, he’s relatively new to the 
world of art, having only created his cartoons and 
posters within the past three years. 

“l'm taking my first art class ever right now,” he — 
explains. 

Biesinger’s fresh and untainted perspective has 
garnered him a certain amount of success as well; his 
drawings have appeared in Our Voice, SEE Magazine, 
The Edmonton Journal, and Saturday Night Magazine. 

However, despite his naiveté, Biesinger is acutely 
aware of the dilemma his medium poses. “The 
moment you start sketching on top of a photograph, 
what does that make it?,” he asks. 

Perhaps you should decide.
